safe of the People's Banking 
com- 


pany at Pataskala. They succeeded 
in getting through the first 
door, 


wrenching the'time lock loose and 
blowing off a part of the second door 
hut did not get to the strong box 
where the cas'h is kept. Had they 
succeeded they -would have had 
a 


chance to carry away between $4,000 
and $5,000, the amount of money ia 
the safe. 


The bank is located on the south 


side of the railway tracks on Depot 
street, a distance of about 150 yards 
from the track 
and catercornered 


from the postoffice. JThe telephone 
office, with a night operator alwaya 
on duty, is opposite the bank build- 
ing. 
The village has no night "pa- 


trolman, but there is a night watch- 
man on duty at the railway crossing. 
Neither he nor the telephone opera- 
tor on duty last night, heard the ex- 
plosion or saw any one oa the street 
after midnight. 
No one has been 


found in, the village -who heard the 
noise of the explosion, but this ia 
easily accounted for by the fact that 
the safe was wrapped in dampened 
blankets and rag carpet, to deaden 
the sound. 


'Persons passing the bank building 


at an early hour this morning no- 
ticed the wreckage in the room and 
called the bank officials. 
An inves- 
tigation, disclosed the fact that the 
safe blowers must have entered-the 
JErjyjt jdoor. iwjth^skeletpii k§v,,_or_ 
else "picked the lock, as the back 
door, protected by iron bars, .was ia~ 
tact. There was no -evidence that A 
"jimmy" had been used to force an 
entrance as there was no marks upon 
the woodwork. 


Previous to forcing an entrance to 


the "bank the yeggs broke into 
ATc- 


Fadden and Arnold's livery stable 
and stole a dozen blankets and a 
quantity of rag carpet. Thia was 
dampened and wrapped around the 
safe. 
Nitroglycerine was used and 


the front door was blown off, it re- 
maining intact and undamaged ex- 
cept being torn from its fastenings. 
The second door though was the one 
which wrought havoc. /It was blown 
across the room, striking the bank 
counter and plowing a furrow along 
the polished surface. 
'All the glass 


in the cage was broken as well ad 
the grill around the counters. 


The night maurauders could not 


get through the third door to the 
strong box and they left without se- 
curing any booty. The damage to 
the bank fixtures and safe will be 
about $1,200. fully protected by 
burglar insurance. It was impossible 
to open the safe this morning and 
an expert has been sent for. 


The People's Banking Company ia 


capitalized at $25,000. James Atkin- 
son is president of the institution and 
Gary Eaird cashier. These gentle- 
men believe that the yeggs waited 
until a freight train pulled through 
the village and then touched off the 
explosives. The safe in the 
bank, 


will be repaired at once and business 
was resumed today as usual.

brought only a feeble reply, the Ger- 
mans apnarently regarding the bom- 
bardment as a mere demonstration.

stood at arms, awaiting the order to 
spring forward. Many of them had 
participated in the defense of Ver- 
dun from the opening of the great 


erman attack in February. 
All of 


them were most 
cheerful 
at the

Early in the day evidence came of 


the a'w fulness of the French artillery 
Ire in the shape of sixty German 
deserters, 
including 
two 
officers, 


who unable to stand the torrents of 
shells, walked out and surrendered 
before the infantry struggle began. 


The correspondent 
watched 
the 


progress of the fight from a posi- 
tion commanding a panoramic view 
of the whole battle field. Suddenly 
about 11:30 
o'clock the curtain of 


French shells which had pounded 
the German trenches into 
flatness 


%vas lifted slightly and dropped again 
with the utmost precision just be- 
hind the German line. 


Officers waited, watches in hand. 


for the chosen moment. 
Then the 


French infantry, covered with mud 
and sand, and soaked to the skin, 
went over the top of their positions. 
Despite the coziness of the uneven 
"round they rapidly gained the Ger- 
man lines, where they found amid 
killed and wounded hundreds of Ger- 
mans, who, half dazed, mostly sur- 
rendered 
after 
slight 
resistance. 


The first work thus taken was the 
Haudremont quarries, from 
which 


the French were able to push on- 
ward with an 
unexpected sweep. 


Thiaumont fell early and the Faus- 
secote ravines were taken. Then the 
attacking waves rolled 
irresistiblv 


forward and round the village and 
fort of Doaumont. 
which was en- 


circled just as dusk fell at 6 o'clock 
in the evening and their garrisons j 
were taken prisoner.

Nightfall brought only a slight 


cessation from the artillery whose 
flashes lighted up the sky.

Sayville).—"The capture of Tcher- 
navoda by Field Marshal von Mack- 
enseu's army has definitely turned 
the military situation- in Dobrudja in 
our favor," writes the military critic 
of the Overseas News Agency. "The 
right wing of the combined .Bulgar- 
ian, .German 
and 
Turkish 
forces 


marched on after the taking of Con- 
stanza and in a powerful push ad- 
vanced 20 
kilometres 
(about 
12 


miles) beyond that place. 


"I!>rom that moment the capture 


of Medjidie was only a question of a 
few 'hours as the town was threat- 
ened on the flank. The Rnsso-Rn- 
manian position thus being rolled up 
from the east, the western point of 
support on the Danube, the town of 
Rasova, also had to be given up.

da this famous Danube bridge was 
dominated by Von Mackensen's guns.

"With the loss of the Constanza- 


Tchernavoda line by (Rumania, the 
transport of provisions from Russia 
will have to be conducted over two 
minor and less effectively equipped 
railway lines in Moldavia or by way 
of the Danube ports of Galetz and 
Ibraila which are by no means com- 
parable to Constanza. At the same 
time the most important route for 
artillery transportation by way 
of

Rumanians during the past two days

Baths of Diocletian. 


It is said that "when the baths of 


Diocletian were in operation they must 
have accommodated not fewer than 
3,000 bathers at a time. 
With some 


of the emperors bathing seems to have 
been a sort of fad, as they expended 
vast sums in the erection of bathhouses 
and bathing apparatus. 
Diocletian, 


however, does not depend entirely on 
the baths for his place in history. He 
became emperor in 284 A. D. and ab- 
dicated in 305. Two years before his 
abdication he became very active in 
persecuting Christians, so much so 
that in the annals of martyrdom his 
reign is alluded to as "the Diocletian 
era." 
It is said that the Diocletian 


baths were built .by Christians, 40,000 
of them being compelled .to do"the 
work. 


Money Mark Twain Refused. 


By the -time that Mark Twain had 


finally succeeded in paying off the bur- 
den of 'debt that had fallen upon him 
with the failure of his publishing ven- 
ture he found himself one of the best 
paid authors in the world. He refused 
many offers of money that did not 
agree with his literary conscience. He 
declined.$10,000 for a tobacco indorse- 
ment, though he liked the tobacco well 
enough. He declined $10,000 a year 
for five years to lend his name as ed- 
itor to a humorous periodical. He de- 
clined another $10,000 for ten lectures 
and another for fifty lectures at the 
same rate-^that is, $1,000 a night And 
he was offered $1 a word for--his writ- 
ing, which he also declined, making a 
final arrangement with his regular pub- 
lishers that they should print whatever 
he wrote, the payment being 20 (later 
30) cents a word.—"Boys' Life of Mark 
Twain" in St Nicholas'.

"Sash," meaning a 
ribbon or band (the "sash" of a win- 
dow is tbe Latin "capsa"), "shawl" 
and "taffeta" are other Persian words 
which have become thoroughly ac- 
climatized, as have "chess," "caravan,"

zaar." "jackal," "musk," "paradise" 
and "scimitar" have also been traced 
to the same source.—London Opinion.

GERMANS FAIL 


TO RECOVER IN 


VERDUN SECTOR 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Paris, Oct. 2G. — The 
French 


troops at Verdun are following up 
as fast as they can the 
advantage 


sweep on Tuesday, and, according 
to the latest information have closed 
to within less than 500 yards of 
Vaux fort. 
Announcement of the 


capture 
is 
momentarily expected 


here, thus completely restoring the 
French line held on February 25. 


The German forces at Verdun are 


reacting so slowly and with such 
apparent lack of strength that in the 
opinion of 
French 
military 
men 


they no longer possess a general re- 
serve but are obliged to withdraw 
men from one section of the front 
to reinforce another section in case 
of need. 
Reports of the casualty which are 


now in hand show the French losses 
were very light indeed, considerably 
less than the number of 
prisoners 


taken and a large proportion of them 
was cases in which the men were 
slightly wounded. 


Considerable material was recap- 


tured. The Germans had 
massed 


guns of all calibres in the ravine of 
death, all of which fell 
into the 


hands of the French.

lieutenant-generals 


who, 
under the command of General 


Mangin, led the attacking from the 
divisions, were
